Provides Producing Quotas, Looking to Reduc-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt senc to Congress to- 
day.a message outlining a strict 
sugar control program, 

The following temporary quotas 
were proposed for the producing 
areas on the basis of short tons: 
Continental beet, 1,450,000; Louis- 
jana and Florida, 260,000; Hawaii, 
935,000; Puerto Rico, 821,000; Philip- 


000; Virgin Islands, 5000; total, 6, 
452,000. 

“The application’ of such quotas,” 
said the President, “would imme- 
diately adjust market supplies to 
consumption, and would provide a 
basis for reduction of production 
to the needs of the United States 
market.” 

Mr. Roosevelt also proposed that

ANTHRAX CAUSES EVACUATION 
OF WOOLEN MILL VILLAGE 


Four Cases Among Residents of 
Sackville, Pa., Apparently from 
Infected Material.

MEDIA, Pa., Feb. 8.—The Sack 
woolen mill has been given a clean 
bill of health, but the State Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry says 
the village of Sackville must remain 
deserted because the danger of an- 
thrax is there. 

R. H. Sack, owner of the mill and 

the homes of Sackville’s 120 resi- 
dents, ordered the evacuation of the 
little community after four cases 
of anthrax were reported, appar- 
ently from infected wool received 
at the mill. WHeelbarrows and vans 
carted away the villagers’ belong- 
ings. 
“The anthrax spores still remain 
in the ground,” an official of the 
Labor Department § explained. 
“While they do not affect adults 
much, they are dangerous to chil- 
dren.” 


REGULAR AIRMAIL SERVICE 
BEGUN GVER SOUTH ATLANTIC 


German Flying Boat Arrives at 
Natal; Another Plane on Way to

NATAL, Brazil, Feb. 8.—The first 
regular trans-Atlantic airmail serv- 
ice, linking Europe and South 
America by a catapult-equipped 
Lufthansa mothership, the West- 
phalen, became a reality yesterday 
with the arrival of the German fly- 
ing boat Typhoon with European 
mail and departure for Europe of 
a cargo from‘\Rio de Janeiro. 

The Typhoon ‘brought in more 
than 300 pounds of mail which had 
left Stuttgart, Germany, Saturday 
morning.

The farmhouse, a 
story and a half frame shack, with 
two rooms on the ground floor and 
an attic above, stands in the middle 
of a farmyard littered with dis- 
carded agricultural implements. 

Fits Dr. Kelley's Description. 

In the detailed story by Dr. Kelley 
to Post-Dispatch reporters after his 
return from eight days’ captivity, 
he told of being drive . in an auto- 
mobile, while blindfolded, over a 
muddy and hilly roac to the place 
of his first captivity, following his 
seizure in Davis Place, on the south- 
ern edge of Clayton, where he had 
been lured by a fake telephone Call 
for his professional services. 

The neighborhood road leading to 
the Johnson farm is hilly, and @t 
the time was muddy, since there 
was a heavy rain on April 20, the 
day of the kidnaping. It since has 
been surfaced with macadam and 
chat. 

When the car stopped, Dr. Kelley 
continued, he was made to get out 
and walk through heavy mud to a 
house. This fits the description of 
the Johnson yard. Goin into the 
house, he continued, he walked a 
few steps across the room. The 
foot of the stairway in Johnson's 
house is about five steps from the 
door. 

“Peculiar Turning Steps.” 

Dr. Kelley said he then stumbled 
up a flight of “peculiar turning 
steps” and about halfway up no- 
ticed one step which seemed to be 
broken or else cut on an angle dif- 
ficult t> get his foot on. 

The steps in the Johnson home— 
bought from a junk yard and not 
made for the house—are too long

Defense Attorney J. J. Breland 
handed letter after letter to Henry 
Kennedy, asking eac: time: “Doc- 
tor, I - you whose handwriting 
that is.” 

Scanning. the pages casually, 
Henry replied without variation: 
“Preston’s,”. and handed them back 
to the attorney. 

The letters range. i: length from 
one page to nine and about 50 were 
identified this morning. 

The State likewise has exhibited 
letters alleged to have been written 
by Dr. Dean to Dr. Kennedy for in- 
troduction, but up until this morn- 
ing had not identified the signatures 
“Ruth” as Dr, Dean’s handwriting. 

Testimony On Drinking. 

Still broadly hinting at a suicide 
theory to rebut the State charge 
that Dr. Dean gave Dr. Kennzdy a 
poisuned whisky highball at 2 mid- 
night meeting at his clinic, the de- 
fense sought as well to show the 
dead physician was “a drinking 
man.” This, however, was repeat- 
edly denied by Dr. Henry Kennedy 
yesterday. 

-“Preston would take a drink, but 
he wasn’t a liquor head,” said tien- 
ry, dentist brother of the dead sur- 


geon. 

“Isn’t it a fact that for months 
prior to his death he drank heavily 
and was incapacitated almost every 
night?” asked Defense Attorney 
Dick Denman during his cross-ex- 
amination. 

“No, that is not fact,” the witness 
answered. sharply. 

Dr. Dean, 33-year-old baby spe- 
clalist, confered frequently with her 
attorneys as they touched on med- 
ical testimony. 

Denman asked Henry Kennedy if 
his brother had not once “nearly 
died from an overdose of atropine 
and hyoscine.” 

“No, sir,” said Henry, and then 
added: “He took an overdose of 
aspirin at one time. Stimulants 
were given, including codeine, He 
began to get blue and cold. I called 
Dr. Baskerville and Dr. Dickins. 
They treated him and he got all 
right. They gave him strychnine, I 
thought I had given him an over- 
dose of codeine.” 

He denied that he thought his 
brother “was going to die” on that 
occasion. 

The defense sought to show that 
the incident had occurred at a ho- 
tel “after a protracted liquor spree,” 
but Henry said: “I don't recal] it.” 

“Was that the only time you ever 
felt alarmed at your brother taking 
an overdose of an opiate?”

LINER WITH $7,500,000 
IN GOLD BARS ARRIVES 


Consignment From Lurope for 
Treasury; $25,000,000 More 
Due in Tomorrow. 

By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—The liner 
Bremen arrived today ' with gold 
bars estimated as worth $7,500,000 
-~the first shipment to leave Eu- 
rope since devaluation of the Amer- 
ican dollar. It had been placed on 
the ship at Southampton, England. 

The Treasury is the purchaser of 
the gold. After it is assayed at New 
York, it will be moved to Washing- 
ton, 

A banker, expert on monetary 
affairs, told today why the Bremen 
is bringing the gold and why. the 
liner Berengaria will arrive tomor- 
row with another large shipment 
worth about $25,000,000. 

Selling gold to the Government 
now is good business. The Euro- 
pean seller is able to derive a sub- 
stantial profit from the transaction. 
The gold is purchased at a low 


price in the London free gold mar- g 


ket and is sold at a higher price 
to the United States Treasury, 
which is now paying $35 an ounce 
for the metal. The buying, price in 
Europe at present is low enough 
to absorb insurance and transpor- 
tation charges. This profit ranges 
in fractions of 1 per cent, depend- 
ing on the changing gold prices and 
foreign exchange quotations.

Other Points of Likeness. 


Dr. Kelley said the building in 
which he was kept appeared to be 
a’ story-and-a-half, with a pointed 
roof and with a chimney running 
up the exact center. 

The Johnson house, a story and a 
half, as told, has a pointed roof. 
The chimney is exactly in the cen- 
ter and runs through the attic to 
the roof. Dr. Kelley also recalled 
that the attic had two small win- 
dows. Johnson's attic has two small 
windows, one at each end. 


During his stay of 24 or 30 hours 
in the house the kidnaped physician 
heard, a tri-motored airplane pass- 
ing the place about what he judged 
to be noon-time,- and another 
passing toward evening. 
The Johnson house is only about 
a mile south of the St. Louis-Kan- 
sas City airway, over which Trans- 
continental Air Transport, now 
Transcontinental & Western Air, 
was then operating such planes.

He pounded the table and shout- 
ed his words of reply for, emphasis 
when asked “why the industry 
doesn’t have an effective code to- 

“The vital issue in the code situ- 
ation is Sears competition,” he ex- 
claimed. 

“We haven't a code effective and 
‘operative today because of Sears. 
It’s a question of price and Sears 
insists on taking an unfair ad- 
vantage with prices lower by 10 to 
25 per cent than the rest of the 
industry. 

“It can’t be controlled if the 
Government doesn’t come to our 
aid.” 

“Sears won't kick in on a fair 
code,” Seiberling cc ‘inued. — 

When asked by Attorney E. F. 
Haycraft of the Trade Commission 
“what would happen if Goodyear 
would let its dealers meet Sears 
prices” Seiberling replied: “Sears 
would soon be a memory and out 
of the picture.”

The petitioners asked that they

In denying the Slupsky peti

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A charge 
by Senator Fess (Rep.), Ohio, that 
the Senate committee investigating 
air mai] contracts was “unfair” in 
not calling Walter F. Brown, for- 
mer Postmaster-General, brought a 
statement from Chairman Black 
late yesterday that he could appear 
at any time if he would waive im- 
munity from criminal prosecution, 
Fess told the Senate that Brown 
wanted to appear before the com- 
mittee and that he felt any nec 
sary statement about immuni . 


could be arranged. 

“I hope the committee will be 
fair enough and square enough to 
bring the former Postmaster-Gen- 
eral before it on the matter that 
can certainly be cleared up,” he 


said. 
“T am insisting that he be called 


that he may speak the truth, in- 

stead of allowing the people to 

judge the facts from innuendo.” 
Action on Contracts Discussed. 


Talking with newspaper men, 
Senator McCarran of Nevada, a 
Democratic member of the commit- 
tee, said he did not see how pres- 
ent mail contracts, with one or two 
minor exceptions, could be consid- 
ered legal. “The case is so filled 
with evidence of studied avoidance 
of the law,” he said, “that the Post- 
office Department would be entirely 
justified in canceling practically 
all contracts. 

“The spirit of the law will be 
carried out when new contracts are 
let, and the Government and the 
people will get the benefit. Inde- 
pendent operators, well equipped 
for carrying the mail, will spring 
up overnight,” 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, mem- 
ber of the committee, said steps to 
recover millions paid out.on al- 
legedly praudulent contracts might 
be considered a possibility. King 
explained that, if a contract were 
canceled, the company holding it 
might seek to sue to compel per- 
formance, in which case the Post- 
Office Department might enter a 
counter-suit to regain amounts paid 
out. The Senator added, however, 
he did not consider it probable that 
that the Postoffice, Department 
would attempt recovery on contract 
payments already made. 

Postmaster General Farley, mean- 
time had said in a statement that 
there would be “no unnecessary de- 
lay in reaching a decision” on what 
action the Department would take 
in regard to air mail contracts, as 
the result of disclosures before the 
Senate Committee.

Ili give you your 
rent and $7600 a year to. stick 
around.” 

First Intimation, Mays Says. 

This was his first intimation —* 
O’Malley wished him to resign, h 
added. Before that he had had Pas 
quent conferences with O'Malley, 
he said, concerning the efforts to re- 
open the Grand National Bank, of 
which Mays is president. It has 
been told in earlier testimony how 
the insurance company was to use 
its $600,000 of deposits in the Grand 
National Bank and other cash to 
enable the. bank to open.

VERY so often we hear of the possi- 
bility of a Russo-Japanese war in the 
Far East and that, in such an event, the 
United States will be drawn in. Yet 
there are some obstacles that confront 
such a war. Both Russia and Japan 
wish to be on the defensive and fear to 
make the first move because they are 
courting the sympathy of other nations, 
particularly the United States. 

Let us assume a Russo-Japanese war. 
Would the United States enter? It would 
be absurd to think of capitalistic Amer- 
ica helping the Soviet Union spread Com- 
munism in the Far East, especially when 
the petty bourgeois of America fear Com- 
munism like a plague. If the workers and 
unemployed of America were forced to 
fight for the dictatorship of the Russian 
proletariat, they would come back after 
the war and fight for the dictatorship of 
the American proletariat. Little did 
Louis XVI realize when he had French- 
men fight for American democracy that 
they would also fight for French de 
mocracy. 

Japan serves American capitalism as 
a buffer state against Communism. Yet 
it would be as hard for America to align 
herself with Japan. Recognition of Rus- 
Sia stands in the way. Also, to be an 
ally of Japan we would be obliged to re- 
peal the Exclusion Act, which the Pacific 
states would oppose. Going deeper, we 
find that Japan is also a barrier to the 
expansion of American capitalism, and 
that Japanese capitalism is spreading 
fast. American capitalists do not want 
to enable the Japanese capitalists to take 
ali the Eastern markets. They know too 
well that the Japanese are under-selling 
everybody. Another complication is that 
the Democratic party promised not to 
raise the tariff, and in the near future 
American manufacturers will have smal! 
protection from Japanese competition. 

Therefore, it would be to the benefit of 
the American capitalists that the United 
States stay out of any Russo-Japanese 
war. Yes, munition manufacturers would 
profit some if this country should hop in, 
but there may be no sheck-absorbing 


post-war prosperity. *

It has found the answer in oil. 
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THOSE CLAYTON BOND ISSUES. 

We imagine the voting on the two bond issues at 
Clayton established some sort of record.

Then came pro 
hibition, with its horde of moonshiners and boot- 
leggers, its snoopers and smellérs, its odor of malt 
and mash, its demoralization and poverty, its howls 
for mercy, and its shadowy characters from the un- 
derworld. It was that grotesque world of tatterde 
malion which is the true camp follower of civiliza- 
tion, as unlovely and undignified an exhibit as s0- 
ciety presents. Here is a Post-Dispatch reporter's 
picture of what the Federal courts here were like 
under prohibition: 

Within a year or so after the first liquor prose- 
cutions were begun in the latter part of 1919, the 
Federal courts, faced with a mass of routine and 
their dockets swollen out of proportion, had be- 
come virtta) police courts, where bootleggers pa- 
raded pleas of guilty. 

In the 13 years of prohibition, there were more 
than 10,000 liquor prosecutions in the Eastern 
Distriet. of Missouri; and arrests and arraign- 
ments greatly exceeded that number. Fines im- 
posed in the district totaled $2,581,323, of which 
about $1,312,000 was collected. The difference 
was accounted for chiefly by the large number 
of violators who said they were unable to pay 
fines, and, after serving 30 days in jail, filed a 
pauper’s oath. 

As the Federal Court dockets became increas- 
ingly clogged with liquor cases, the courtrooms 
were unable to accommodate all persons required 
to report on bonds on return days, usually the 
first day of the term. It was not an uncommon 
sight to see the spectaters’ benches overflowing 
with bootleggers, still reeking with the odor of 
mash, and, perhaps, taking an opportunity to 
catch up on their sleep in a Federal Court. 


The situation became so bad that the country was 
at one time faced with proposals to let commissioners 
accept pleas and so relieve the Federal Judges. Ob 
jection was made that this would be to destroy the 
idea] of the Federa) judiciary, whose powers are in- 
evitably largely discretionary. The Federal Judge 
does more than interpret the law. He interprets his 
time and its trends, as he is thinkably mindful of 
what is best for the people, in contradistinction to 
all those things prescribed for them by the letter of 
the law. 

In brief, the Federal Judge’s place in our juris- 
prudence is that of both jurist and prophet. A bed 
Federal Judge is a bad exponent of civilization, as a 
good Federa] Judge is one of its foremost proponents. 
This is why the Federal Judges are appointed for 
life, and why they can be removed only by action of 
Congress. They were designed, like the Olympian 
gods, to look down upon the world below, the better 
to see its evils, the more clearly to distinguish its 
necessities.

Yehudi Menuhin, Symphony 
Soloist, Gives His Ideas 
of a Utopia. 


Nearing maturity in a changing 
world, Yehudi Menuhin, 17-year-old 
violin virtuoso, anticipates a time 
when music will be played “fof mu- 
sic’s sake” and dreams of a Utopian 
world free from the lash of profit. 
With nine years of concerts be- 
hind him, Menuhin, here to play 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra tomorrow afternoon and 
Saturday night, has developed a 
definite social philosophy and dis- 
plays a mental depth in keeping 
with his recent reading of Dante’s 
“Divine Comedy” in the medieval 
Italian. 

“Some day, maybe not in my 


lifetime, but some day,” he said to- 
day at the Park Plaza, “people will 
live in a world where machines 


‘take the monotony ,the servitude, 


out of life. There will be no stupid 
tasks, such as driving taxicabs, 
working in mines, doing any sort 
of work because of the necessity of 
existing.

Importance of Individual. 

Pausing occasionally to argue in 
earnest give-and-take fashion with 
his father, Moshe, the young violin- 
ist outlined his conception of a 
world in which natural distribution 
would take the place of private 
profit, in which the individual 
would be “all that counts.” 

“Life would not be so terrible if 
it wasn’t forced,” Menuhin con- 
tinued, “and it’s not fair that any 
human being should be forced to 
work set hours, day after day. If 
such a system marks civilization it 
would be better to return to the 
wild life.” 

In his ideal world, he disclosed, 
the city, with its slums, its con- 
stricted living, would be a thing of 
the past. While conceding that 
apartment houses are better than 
slums, Menuhin hopes the family 
will again become the unit of social 
life. 

“After all, one of the main ad- 
yantages of an apartment is to save 
work,” he observed, “but modern 
houses may accomplish the same 
purpose. Mass housing destroys the 
integrity of the family, Some day 
people will live in the country, 
breathing fresh air instead of 
smoke, as they were created to do.” 

What Russia Is Doing. 

Referring to such terms as So- 
cialism and Communism as “labels 
which mean nothing,” he pointed 
out a long period of work allot- 
ment might be necessary before 
civilization could attain its ultimate 
individualistic goal. In Russia to- 
day, he added, occasional setbacks 
in the work program do no harm 
“so long as the spirit is there.” 

Such dictatorships as may be 
necessary in the transitional period, 
he added, should not be those of 
“egoists or party partisans as in 
the rotten European dictatorships 
today,”. but for the universal good.

NEW YORK RACES 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y¥., Feb. 8. - New 
York State’s stricken racing indus- 
try may soon be governed by «a 
State commission similar to those 
in existence in many other states, 

This became known yesterday 
when it was learned that a bill is 
being drafted for submission to the 
‘Legislature proposing to supplant 
the powers of the Jockey Club, 
which has supervised the sport for 
nearly a half century, with a con- 
trolling body similar to the State 
Athletic Commission which governs 
boxing and wrestling. 

This will be introduced, it was 
learned, by Senator John J. Dun- 
nigan, Democratic leader in the 
upper House, “within a week or 
two,” 

Are Waiting for Report. 

While refusing to divulge details, 
Senator Dunnigan said; 

“All I can say now is that we 
are waiting the annual report of 
the present Racing Commission, 
which must be submitted to the 
Legislature before Feb. 15, before 
making any move,” 

Political observers were of the 
opinion that the measure would call 
for abolishment of the present body 
of three members, powers of which 
are limited and exercised only lit- 
tle, and create an entirely new set- 


up. 

Duties of the present commission 
have been confined chiefly tO isgu- 
ing licenses to associations conduct- 
ing the sport, it was pointed out, 
leaving the actual supervision of 
regulations under which races are 
run, including dates of the various 
meetings and licensing of owners, 
trainers and the iike to the Jockey 


Club. 
Big Losses Suffered. 

All the racing plants have suf- 
fered losses in recent years, with 
the result that one or two have 
intimated that. without immediate 
relief they may be forced to close, 
Stakes have been abandoned and 
purses slashed within the past year. 

The only means of relief, racing 
men say, is to be found in legaliza- 
tion of betting, now conducted un- 
der the “oral” system over which 
the racing associations have no 
control. 

To this end two bills have al- 
ready been introduced in the Legig- 
lature.

Granger Successful as Coach. 

Castleman's successor—-Granger— 
also has a splendid record. The 
new instructor is an alumnus of 
Vermont University, where he re- 
ceived his bachelor pf science de- 
gree in 1924. During Granger’s last 
three years at Vermont he not only 
ran the quarter mile on the univer- 
sity’s taem, but also played foot- 
ball, basketball, hockey and base- 
ball. He held two indoor truck 
records at Vermont and ran the 
440 a-shade over 49 seconds. He 
also participated in-indoor meets 
at Boston and then in 1924, when 
a participant at Penn relays, 
he met the president Chaminade 
College, who induced\him to accept 
a coaching position here. 
Developed Champion at Chaminade.

AMOUS dishes from the his- 
toric Cordon Bleu in Paris and 
unusual American recipes will 
find their way into St. Louls homes 
via a new cooking school that was 
opened this week. The school, in 
charge of Mrs. Rufus Lackland 
Taylor and Mrs. Edgar R. Rom- 
bauer, two of St. Louis’ best known 
authorities on cuisine, is being con- 
ducted in the kitchen of the recrea- 
tion rooms at the Church of the 
Unity. 

The secrets of souffles and the 
mysteries of French sauces will be 
solved for the classes by Mrs. Tay- 
lor, While Mrs. Rombauer will teach 
the preparation of American dishes 
that are new and practical and 
planned to make every day food 
more interesting and more palata- 
ble. Mrs. Taylor has completed 
four different courses in cooking in 
Paris, and Mrs. Rombauer, who is 
the author of a successful cook- 
book, has studied at various well- 
known cooking schools in America. 
They have organized several groups 
that include the advanced class that 
will study the more complicated 
French and American dishes, and a 
beginners class for brides and pro- 
spective brides. As there is no set 
course, ahyone may start any time 
for the lessons consist of the actual 
cooking of certain dishes. 

“The success in being a good 
cook,” said Mrs. Taylor, “lies in one 
having what the French call, feu 
sacre or the divine fire. One must 
have a certain flair that enables 
one to change and adapt recipes.

The opening class included some 
of St. Louis’ best-known hostesses. 
They took their cooking lesson as 
seriously as they do their charita- 
ble work and as graciously as their 
socia] obligations.

When 
well blended the mixture is forced 
through a sieve. It is then molded

The pate a choux 
that is part of this recipe is made 
by placing one cup of milk and one- 
half cup of butter in a saucepan 
This is stirred slightly with a spat- 
ula until the mixture boils the one 
cup of flour that has been sifted 
before measuring is added imme- 
diately. This is stirred briskly for 
two minutes. Pate a choux is used 
for cream puffs by taking the above 
mixture and adding four eggs, one 
at a time beating each briskly for 
two minutes.
